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that the local hospital was in 
danger. Councillors asked what 
actions had been taken and what 
possibilities had been explored. 

Parliament explained that 
there had been discussions with 
Calgary Regional Health Author¬ 
ity regarding their willingness to 
take Didsbury under their wing. 
Although Calgary hadn't felt the 
time was right, they left the door 
open for future. Doctors had been 
concerned if the little hospital in 
Didsbury was married to the 
larger region the local hospital 
would be squashed and Calgary 
would direct all patients to the 
city hospitals. 

Coun. Judy Kaupp asked 
about moving to the region to the 
north which includes Olds Hos¬ 
pital. Parliament explained that 
the Task Force had felt that be¬ 
cause the two facilities were so 
close, the decision would be made 
to make the local hospital into a 
solely long-term care facility. 

Parliament said, "It is all very 
complex.” 

Coun. Don Watt added, "We 
are really no further ahead than 
we were two years ago." 

Parliament went on to explain 
that the Task Force has been 
quite quiet lately because they 
felt that all was well at the hospi¬ 
tal, besides they felt a sense of 
frustration after more than a year 
of fighting hard. 

The region had requested the 
province to provide funding for 
renovations at the existing aux¬ 
iliary hospital unit. When asking 
for any capital funding, a com¬ 
plete review must be completed. 

The concern has arisen that 
acute care is in danger during 
that review.

The town council doesn't plan 
to back down in the fight to keep 
the local hospital's programs run¬ 
ning at a full and healthy scale. 

During an impromptu discus¬ 
sion during their council meet¬ 
ing last week, councillors ex¬ 
pressed concern about the fu¬ 
ture look of the hospital. 

Coun. Gord Quantz said, 
"With the continuing growth of 
our town, there will be a continu¬ 
ing need for our hospital." 

That seemed to be the base 
statement of the rest of the dis¬ 
cussion. 

Regional Health Authority 
Five announced a couple of weeks 
ago their intention and provin¬ 
cial requirement to do a com¬ 
plete program review at the Dids¬ 
bury and District Hospital which 
could eventually endanger the 
primary health care beds in the 
facility. The review is to be started 
by an outside consulting firm in 
the next couple of months. 

Most councillors were search¬ 
ing out what role they wanted 
the town to take in defending the 
future of the hospital. 

Evan Parliament, town chief 
administrative officer, said that 
although there has been com¬ 
ments that the town should not 
stick their nose in the health 
region’s business, he and the 
other councillor disagree. 

"People may say the town has 
no business being involved, but 
of course we do because it is our 
hospital," said Parliament. 

He spent some time explain¬ 
ing how the Didsbury and Dis¬ 
trict Hospital Task Force, inac¬ 
tive but still in existence, had 
sought out solutions in the past 
couple of years to the perception

Jim Ramsbottom himself admit¬ 
ted that the acute portion of the 
hospital is being used at a 49% 
occupancy rate. 

Although, he insists that Dids¬ 
bury will not lose any beds in 
numbers, in the end, the con¬ 
figurations of the beds could be 
rearranged and some of the acute 
care beds could be moved into 
other areas. 

Acute care is where the pri¬ 
mary health care is taken care of 
including surgery, emergencies 
and inpat ient services. 

The doctors in the community 
have expressed their concern that 
if any acute care beds are closed, 
even if they are being moved to 
other areas of the hospital, it will 


be hard to attract any new doc¬ 
tors, let alone keep the existing 
ones. 

They have also disputed the 
claims that the acute care is being 
under used saying that although 
there are days when it is empty, 
there are days when the acute 
care is so full they are having to 
send patients to other regions. 

Councillors said that perhaps 
this time the Task Force had 
gone beyond where they needed 
to go considering the daunting 
task and the responsibility shou Id 
now be in the political hands of 
the town. 

"Maybe this town should lead 
the charge," said Parliament. 

Kaupp agreed adding, "I think 


it’s time." 

Coun. Cheryl Dahl said that 
she is encountering people on 
the street who are asking her 
what town council intends to do 
to protect the public's interests 
in the hospital. 

The only problem that council 
discussed is that they acknowl¬ 
edged the fact that the health 
region did not have any responsi¬ 
bility or did not have to answer to 
anyone in town office. 

Council decided to take some 
time to consider the specific role 
the town council should take, but 
said that they certainly felt it 
would be to fight for the protec¬ 
tion of the Didsbury and District 
Hospital in some form. 
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Authority twill take control of fire

The smoke has almost 
cleared, once the legalities and 
bugs are worked out, what will 
emerge is a unified fire author¬ 
ity which handles all of the area 
within Didsbury and the sur¬ 
rounding fire district. 

The agreement, which is set 
to launch officially on Jan. 1, 
1999, has been back and forth 
between the county, the town 
and each of their respective law¬ 
yers. 

Once the details are worked 
out, including a recommenda¬ 
tion by the lawyers to change 
the name from a commission to 
an authority, everything will 


be in place for the new year and 
new relationship. 

A relationship which would 
see three members from each 
the town and the county, come 
together to form their own deci¬ 
sion making authority, and own 
entity. 

Previously, the town owned 
the fire department and made 
all the decisions regarding how 
budget money was spent. The 
county, who does not have a 
department, would pay a cer¬ 
tain share of the money they 
levied from their taxpayers to 
the Didsbury department to 
cover the county fire fighting. 
With this new agreement, one 


board or authority would be 
created and it would be left in 
their hands, along with a re¬ 
source member representative 
of the local fire chief, Rick 
Mousseau. 

However, there is one major 
question that remains in the 
minds of the town council and 
administration of the Town of 
Didsbury. 

They want an answer to 
what is being done with extra 
money that is being levied by 
the county. 

Unlike in the Olds and Car- 
stairs district, when the county 
levees .2 mills earmarked for 
fire protection based on assess¬ 


ment, there is an overage in the 
Didsbury fire protection district 
because of high assessment. 

The county will be sharing 
the costs of the new fire author¬ 
ity at a level of 40%, however 
Parliament says the county col¬ 
lects far more than their share. 
The council indicated that they 
wanted to know what was be¬ 
ing done with the over levee. 

However, upon further dis¬ 
cussion Coun. Gary Dolha said 
that although it is a question 
that should be answered, per¬ 
haps it is not up the town to be 
asking the question, but rather 
up to the county taxpayer. 

Parliament agreed, saying 
that as long as the county is 
covering its share of the fire 
authority, the remainder should 
be left up the politicians.

Retreat reasoning 

In setting a date for a retreat 
for the new board, some discus¬ 
sion occurred about the actual 
purpose of a retreat and the 
costs. 

Superintendent, Herb Fader 
suggested that the board take a 
two day retreat to spend some 
time really examining where the 
trustees would like to go in 
terms of goals, the three year 
plan, and the budget for the 
coming year. 

Chair, Roy Brassard said he 
thought it would be a good op¬ 
portunity to talk about all sorts 
of things that the board will 
encounter over their term. 

"There are certainly a number 
of issues facing us," said 
Brassard outlining such things 
as funding and growth of cer¬ 
tain areas of the jurisdiction. 

However, trustee, Doug 


Campbell, said he was concerned 
about the amount of money 
spent on such a retreat that 
would occur somewhere other 
than the school board office. He 
volunteered to not charge the 
board for the time, but not all 
trustees agreed. 

Other trustees made it clear 
that a retreat, although it 
sounds like a getaway, is actu¬ 
ally a time of intense work, with 
only little social time. 

No date was set for the possi¬ 
ble retreat, but board treasurer, 
Susan Roy asked that it be in 
time to set a direction for the 
budget which is set to begin in 
late January. 

Didsbury grade review 

The contract to do an overall 
review of the grade configura¬ 
tions at the Didsbury schools, in 
response to the proposed move- 
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ment of the Grade 8s out of 
Westglen and into Didsbury High 
School, has been established. The 
board has decided to hire an 
outside consultant to review other 
possibilities to address the issue 
of overcrowding at Westglen and 
under use of DHS. 


Friends of the Games 

Chair, Roy Brassard, ad¬ 
dressed the board on behalf of the 
Olds/Didsbury 1999 Senior's 
Games Committee. He explained 
the event that is expected to

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School volunteers to be 
covered under draft policy

Volunteers in the schools 
have long been a part of the 
education system, however, 
with the numbers of volun¬ 
teers increasing due to schools' 
needs, they are taking a more 
integral role. 

"They play an important part 
in our schools," said Carstairs/ 
Cremona area trustee, Ian 
Taylor. 

That is why Chinook's Edge 
School Board says they feel it 
is time to examine implement¬ 
ing a volunteer policy. 

The policy was actually ini¬ 
tiated by the former board, 
but the draft policy was 
brought back from the com¬ 
mittee to the board at the last 
meeting. 

It includes such things as 
requiring criminal record 
checks for volunteers that are 
working with the students on 
an ongoing basis, job descrip¬ 
tions and expectations being 
outlined formally, and clear¬ 
ance from the principal for all 
volunteers within the school. 

Trustee Jackie Swainson said 
that she thought it was a good 
idea to have such a policy in 
place because it protects the 
well being of the students, how¬ 
ever she had concerns about the 
vague definition of a volunteer. 

Fellow trustee Sandi 
Chalmers agreed. She said she 
wondered if the policy would 


apply to the parent who is 
chaperoning a field trip once 
or twice a year, or if it would 
only be the volunteers who 
are in the schools two or three 
times per week. She said she 
felt uncomfortable with the 
lack of a definition because if 
the policy was too confining it 
would be discouraging to the 
parents who volunteer. 

"I just don't want the par¬ 
ents to feel unwelcome,” she 
said. She instead suggested a 
code of ethics and conduct, 
instead of a formal process. 

Terresa Dersch, corporate 
secretary to the board, ac¬ 
knowledged the concerns about 
the draft policy, and provided 
some background on why the 
policy was initiated in the first 
place. 

"A volunteer, for all intets 
and purposes, is an employee 
without pay," said Dersch. 

She explained that because 
there is not a policy, and not 
even any guidelines in place 
right now, there is opportu¬ 
nity for something to go wrong. 

"If you run into snags, you 
have nothing to fall back on." 

She sites a case where a 
volunteer comes into the 
school, and after a while it is 
determined by the teacher or 
the school that the relation¬ 
ship is not working out for 
various reasons. If there is no 
policy formally in place, it 


makes it difficult for the school 
to know how the handle the 
situation. 

But, this theory works both 
ways, she says. If the volun¬ 
teer experience is left too wide 
open, it is unfair to the volun¬ 
teer because they do not know 
what will be expected of them. 

On that note, trustees asked 
if volunteers were going to be 
treated like employees, there 
should also be a clause that 
outlines the termination of a 
volunteer, which there is not 
currently. 

After much discussion all of 
the trustees agreed that the 
policy was necessary, but there 
were some problems with the 
draft that left them feeling un¬ 
comfortable. 

Stuart Little said, "I think 
it's amply necessary, but I 
think it needs to go back for 
some fine tuning." 

That is where it went, back 
to the policy committee who will 
clear up such issues as the defi¬ 
nition of volunteer, who would 
have to enter into a formal agree¬ 
ment, and to provide some clari¬ 
fications regarding termination 
and the role of the principal of 
the school. 

The volunteer policy will 
come back to the board at a 
later date with revisions. 

Board chair, Roy Brassard 
said, "It (the policy) is long 
overdue, I believe." 


Superintendent speaks 
against Carstairs project

In a surprise move, new board 
superintendent, Herb Fader, 
spoke loudly against continu¬ 
ing with the Carstairs new 
school project. 

"As your superintendent, I 
have concerns about the school 
division's role, or perceived role, 
in the project," he began. He 
said that he wanted the oppor¬ 
tunity to express those concerns, 
and whether or not the board 
agreed or disagreed, at least he 
felt he had laid all his cards on 
the table. 

The project, which was ap¬ 
proved in principle last year by 
the former board, is the first 
phase of a new school in Car¬ 
stairs. The school had received 
over $2 million for moderniza¬ 
tion of Hugh Sutherland School, 
but a community group, the Car¬ 
stairs Futures Committee, 
thought that it would be more 
innovative to spend that money 
on new construction, that pour 
money into the old facility. 

The province approved the 
transfer of funds from moderni¬ 
zation to new construction, but 
there was still a shortfall in the 
plan to build phase one, which 
would house the high school stu¬ 
dents. 

The former school board put a 
deadline on the money, saying 
that if the shortfall to build the 
gym and costs of site prepara¬ 


tion was not raised by Dec. 31 of 
this year, the money would be 
rolled back into modernization 
for Hugh Sutherland. So, for 
the past year the Futures Com¬ 
mittee has been busy raising 
that money. 

But, Fader's comments may 
throw a wrench into those plans. 

"Whether they come up with 
the money or not... It is still not, 
in my estimation, in the best 
interest of the students in all of 
Chinook's Edge," said Fader. 

He explained that his con¬ 
cern is that because of the 
change in capital funding from 
the province, the board will not 
be able to apply and receive any 
additional money for the school 
project for phase two, because 
the province just automatically 
sends capital monies ( about $1 
million per year) based on a per 
capita for the board to decide 
how the funds will be divided. 
Faders says that to build the 
second half of the project, the 
money would have to be taken 
out of that money, and it could 
take as long as 10 to 15 years of 
saving to make that possible. In 
the meantime, says Fader, noth¬ 
ing is being done about the other 
schools in the jurisdiction who 
are all in need of repairs and 
capital funding. 

"It is my view that the board 
can not afford this project," said 
Fader. 


Although the trustees did also 
express some of the same con¬ 
cerns, most felt it was unfair to 
withdraw the approval at such a 
late stage when the deadline is 
only weeks away. 

Carstairs/Cremona trustee, 
Ian Taylor said, "The direction 
Mr. Fader is suggesting is to 
take a 180 degree turn on this 
and basically turn down the 
project... I hear a loud sucking 
noise of a lot of people's hopes 
and efforts going down the tubes." 

He added that the previous 
board made a commitment, right 
or wrong, and that it would be 
unfair to pull the plug. 

"Technically it could be done 
(cancelled), but I question mor¬ 
ally if its the right thing to do," 
said Taylor. 

Other trustees expressed the 
same concerns as Taylor, but 
admitted that Fader did have a 
point that the rest of the jurisdic¬ 
tion would suffer at the benefit of 
Carstairs. 

Didsbury trustee and board 
chair, Roy Brassard said, "It is a 
very, very emotional issue in 
that community and to alter that 
decision right now needs to take 
a lot of thought." 

That is the direction the board 
chose to take - to spend some 
time thinking about the project, 
Fader's comments, and the fu¬ 
ture of the community. 

No decision was made.

Board preparing 
for bite of Y2K bug

With the new year fast approaching, it is causing people to 
think ahead into the next millennium, including the local school 
board. 

The issue arose twice at last week's school board meeting. 

When the board's auditor presented his completed statement 
for last year, he also included some recommendations regarding 
the dreaded Y2K (Year 2000) bug. 

A representative from Meyers, Norris, Penny firm presented 
the statements and a letter addressing some concerns or issues 
that he felt the board should look after. One of those was the Y2K 
computer bug. 

According to the letter, "An action plan based on the Division's 
needs and risks must be developed and implemented before 
December 31, 1999." 

During the audit, computer systems were evaluated and found 
to be Y2K compliant, however he urged the administration and 
board to also take a close look at other electronic equipment, such 
as photocopiers and alarm systems. 

The Y2K bug is a computer glitch that was created upon the 
birth of computers. Because the older model computers recognize 
only the last two digits of a year, (for example 99, instead of 1999), 
this is expected to cause a administrative nightmare for all things 
controlled electronically when the computers recognize the year 
2000 as 00. 

For example, an old style accounting system which is not 
compliant would see an invoice due in 2000 as 1900 instead and 
would charge interest for 100 years. 

Meyers, Norris, Penny also suggested that contact be made 
with all of the high priority suppliers to the board, because he 
stated, even if Chinook's Edge is prepared, there could still be some 
serious problems as a spin-off effect from suppliers who are not. 

Later in the school board meeting, Stuart Little raised the 
issue again. 

"We had better make sure that Chinook's Edge has covered all 
of its bases," said Little, adding that through reading literature on 
the topic he is concerned for the whole "system," or the way 
everything theses days is so technologically based. 

Susan Roy, board treasurer, reported to the board that Alberta 
Education requires all school boards to provide a report to the 
province outlining how they have prepared for the turning of the 
millennium. 

Little made a motion that directed the superintendent to 
instruct Dr. Peter D'Arby (the technology director for Chinook's 
Edge) to present a report to the board at the January meeting 
regarding the division's Y2K compliance.

Safety nets help Alberta's farmers 


Farmers who had it tough¬ 
est in 1998 will be the first to 
get help under a six-point plan 
announced by Ed Stelmach, 
the Minister of Agriculture, 
Food and Rural Development. 

"For many farmers, 1998 
has been a very difficult year,” 
said Stelmach. "The largest 
losses generally occurred in 
two areas: crop losses due to 
drought, and a substantial 
drop in hog income because of 
low prices. Our priority over 
the next few months will be to 
help those who need our safety 
net programs the most." 

The areas most severely af¬ 
fected by drought conditions 
in 1998 include the eastern 
part of Alberta from 
Bonnyville in the north to 
Medicine Hat in the south, 
and several areas of the Peace. 
Losses in hog income occurred 
around the province. 


The six-point plan includes: 

1. priority processing for 
applications from hog produc¬ 
ers and drought-stricken ar¬ 
eas filed under the Farm In¬ 
come Disaster Program 
(FIDP); 

2. faster processing and set¬ 
tlement of crop insurance 
claims; 

3. a more flexible Develop¬ 
ing Farmer Loan to restore 
working capital and provide 
financial restructuring; 

4. continued low interest 
rates on the Disaster Assist¬ 
ance/ Crop Loss loans, and 
payments that can be deferred 
for the first two years of the 
loan for farmers experiencing 
severe financial difficulties due 
to multiple years of crop 
losses; 

5. continued availability of 
operating capital under the 
Alberta Farm Development 


Loan (AFDL) program offered 
through commercial lenders; 
and, 

6. financial counselling 
services for all producers re¬ 
quiring assistance. 

These programs exist to ad¬ 
dress drastic declines in farm 
incomes. No new programs are 
being announced, but produc¬ 
ers have many effective op¬ 
tions from which to choose. 

The FIDP is a whole-farm 
safety net program available 
to all producers, whether or 
not they have purchased crop 
insurance. Crop insurance will 
cover losses specific to drought 
and Agriculture Financial 
Services Corporation's (AFSC) 
lending and disaster assist¬ 
ance loan programs can pro¬ 
vide much-needed working and 
financial assistance. 

AFSC is relocating insur¬ 
ance adjusters to the most se¬ 


verely affected areas, and 
claims staff are working over¬ 
time in several areas to ensure 
claims processing and deliv¬ 
ery of cheques is faster than 
last year. 

Settling claims faster is a 
province-wide priority for Al¬ 
berta Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Development. 

"We plan to have the major¬ 
ity of insurance claims proc¬ 
essed by Christmas - well ahead 
of 1997," said Stelmach. "Over 
the last few years, several changes 
have been made to Alberta's safety 
net programs to respond more 
quickly to specific disasters. 
These changes, combined with 
ensuring delivery times are im¬ 
proved, means producers will get 
the help they need faster." 

Farmers requiring more in¬ 
formation on these programs are 
encouraged to contact their local 
AFSC office.

One of the newest businesses 
in town is working like a well 
oiled machine. 

And, that's good because that 
is the business they are in. 

Wild Rose Machining was 
born out of years of experience 
with a little dash of opportu¬ 
nity.

Wild Rose Machining, which 
is located in the north half of the 
new Kuelker's Supplies build¬ 
ing, has been open since early 
November. 

The machining shop, in com¬ 
bination with Kuelker's Sup-

plies has created a symbiotic 
relationship, says Hamm. 

"It is one-stop shopping." 

He says when farmers come 
into town, they are able to buy 
parts and have any repairs they 
needed done while in town. 

But, Hamm hopes that it is 
not just at Kuelker's and Wild 
Rose that the farmers and other 
clients stop, they want them to 
spend their money in the com¬ 
munity because they can get all 
the services they need right here 


in town. 

"By keeping business in town, 
not only does it benefit the con¬ 
sumer, but it benefits the com¬ 
munity," says Hamm. 

Wild Rose Machining does 
different types of business un¬ 
der their umbrella. They have 
done quite a bit of work in the 
hay industry from making ac¬ 
cumulators to hay compression 
machines for clients such as 
Transfeeder in Olds, Cremona

Applications for funds for 1999 under the Public Transportation Operating 
Assistance Grant’ will be received by Mountain View County until

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chamomile biocontrol a necessity 


Scentless 

A seed weevil released six 
years ago as a biocontrol agent 
for the noxious weed scentless 
chamomile has successfully es¬ 
tablished in Western Canada. 

"Researchers at the Alberta 
Research Council (ARC) and 
Lethbridge Research Centre 
(LRC) have jointly monitored 
the establishment of the seed 
weevil since its release," said 
Dr. Alec McClay, weed 
biocontrol specialist with ARC. 

"Recent surveys show good 
establishment in approxi¬ 
mately 70% of release sites." 

Scentless chamomile is a 
severe problem in cropland and 
waste areas of the black, grey 
and dark brown soil zones of 
Western Canada. With seed 
production of up to 1.8 million 
per square metre and no major 
enemies in Canada, the Euro¬ 
pean weed has spread rapidly. 

"Scentless chamomile is an 
aggressive competitor with 
crops,” said weed biocontrol 
specialist Dr. Rosemarie 


DeClerck-Floate with LRC. "It 
can significantly reduce the 
yield of spring and winter 
wheat and various perennial 

crops." 

Few chemicals are regis¬ 
tered for use on scentless 
chamomile and few are effec¬ 
tive once the plants pass the 
seedling stage. About 10 years 
ago, scientists began consid¬ 
ering biological agents to con¬ 
trol the weed. The European 
seed-feeding weevil, Apion 
hooker i was the first biocontrol 
agent screened for safe release 
in Canada and is the one re¬ 
searchers have been working 
with for several years. The 
tiny, black weevil is about two 
millimetres in length. It devel¬ 
ops from egg to adult in the 
seed heads of scentless chamo¬ 
mile and, once well estab¬ 
lished, is capable of reducing 
seed production by feeding on 
developing seeds. 

"In the late 1980s, as part of 
the research protocol, scien¬ 


tists at the Agriculture Canada 
and Agri-Food Canada Re¬ 
search Centre in Regina con¬ 
ducted quarantined studies to 
ensure the weevil would not 
attack plants of economic im¬ 
portance or any closely-related 
plant species native to North 
America. During that time, the 
European weevil was found to 
have already made it to North 
America on its own. A popula¬ 
tion was discovered on scent¬ 
less chamomile in Nova 
Scotia, where field studies on 
related plants confirmed that 
it was attacking only scent¬ 
less chamomile. 

The European weevil was 
given regulatory approval for 
release in 1992, with the Nova 
Scotia population also ap¬ 
proved for release in Western 
Canada. The insect has since 
been released at numerous 
sites in Alberta, Saskatch¬ 
ewan, Manitoba and British 
Columbia. 

"We've determined that 71% 


of releases monitored for the 
past five years have been suc¬ 
cessfully established," McClay 
said. According to his results 
from experimental field plots 
in Alberta, the seed weevil has 
shown year-to-year increases 
of up to 17-fold from an initial 
release of 38 adults made five 
years ago. In mass-rearing 
cages, the increase reached 64- 
fold. At field sites in Saskatch¬ 
ewan where the weevil was 
released in 1995, about 10 to 
17% of the seed heads checked 
had been attacked by the in¬ 
sect. 

Researchers have also found 
the number of weevils per seed 
head is increasing at some 
sites. 

At a 1995 release site near 
Can wood, SK, 17 adults were 
found on one seed head, a 
record so far for a field re¬ 
lease. 

"Given that it takes about 
15 weevils per head to com¬ 
pletely destroy the approxi¬ 


mately 170 seeds produced by 
a flower, we hope to see a 
reduced scentless chamomile 
seed bank in the future as seed 
weevil numbers continue to 
increase," DeClerck-Floate 
said. 

Scientists have discovered 
that the biocontrol agent can 
move quickly within and be¬ 
tween scentless chamomile 
patches. 

In a study near Edmonton, 
researchers found that the 
weevil had migrated up to 800 
metres from the original re¬ 
lease point, three years after 
the release was made. 

At Vegreville, weevils were 
found up to four km away 
after five years. Once the wee¬ 
vil has been established in a 
region where scentless chamo¬ 
mile is a problem, McClay and 
DeClerck-Floate expect that it 
will be able to find and colo¬ 
nize new patches of the weed 
without much help from weed 
control technicians.

Farm Credit Corporation (FCC) estimates that Canadian 
farmland values rose 2.2% from January 1998 to July 1998. The 
increase estimated for Alberta farmland for that same time 
period is 4.9%.

Irrigated and special 
crop land increased in value considerably, influenced by an¬ 
nouncements of industry growth, such as the potato processing 
plant in Taber.
